Bloomington, III., Oct. 23.—Mayor, 


ChSBes Nickel of Chenoa was shot 
an* killed this afternoon in the bank 
of Ghenoa, Hugh Jones, a brick mason, 
was^shot and probably killed and two 
passers-by 
were shot 
and 
slightly 


wounded by William Leduc, a farmer. 
Nickel, who was Leduc's brother-in- 
law, an.3 was cashier for the bank as 
wey as mayor of Chenoa. 


Leduc came in from his farm this af- 


ternoon, walked into the 
bank 
and 


without warning, shot Nickel dead. In 
the bank beside Nickel and Hugh Jones, 
were Cashier Nickel's son, and another 
boy. Both boys escaped through the 
back door. After Nickel had been shot, 
Jones attempted to grapple with the 
muMerer, but was himself shot by 
Le*uc. 


Shot Passers. 


Two men passing, who Lecluc feared 


wight attempt to capture him, were 
•hot by him and slightly wounded. An 
immense crowd, %\ell armed, gathered 


the bank and attempted to 


Lecluc, Mho drew the door of the vault 
almost shut, after 
dragging 
Jones' 


body inside and kept everyone out o£ 
range. 
Leduc tolfl the officers that 


Jones was dead, but fear-that he was 
not prevented the officers adopting ef- 
fective means of taking Leduc. Several 
hundred shots have been exchanged 
between Leduc and the crow d, but none 
have so far taken effect. 


Nickel married Leduc's sister. Leduo 


was married some years ago. It is al- 
leged he had domestic trouble which 
Nickel adjusted, but Leduc lias always 
said Nickel had not acted fairly in the 
matter. It is supposed today's crime 
resulted from Leduc's fcrapdinfr-. aver 
his alleged wrong.
